Washington—(CPA)—Two weeks of 


hearings on whether branch banking 
should be permitted through modifi- 
cation of the existing- law have in- 
dicated the far-reaching character 
of the survey that has been under- 
taken by the house committee on 
banking and currency. 


John W. Pole, comptroller of the 


currency, -who has been on the stand 
continuously, has been Interrogated 
on so many phases of the branch 
banking problem that it is already 
apparent the sponsors of the' idea are 
not looking for legislation at this 
session. In fact some of the repre- 
sentatives of the groups •which are 
watching the hearings have set for 
themselves the goal of "branch bank- 
ing by 1932," 
Chairman McFadden 


himself has stated that he does not 
expect action at this session but that 
he wishes the subject to be thorough- 
ly canvassed. 


Governor Toung of the federal re^ 


serve board is the next witness but 
the actual experience "with the super- 
vision of the national banks has 
been detailed by Mr. Pole. The com- 
mittee will ask Mr. Young about the 
banks which are members of the fed- 
eral serserv© system. In fact Mr. 
Young had indicated that the board 
'rn'f ' _ ~^#y as y?*-. to express an 
opinion but that he is willing to dis- 
cuss the. matter'iri general terms. 


Mr. Pole's testftnony reveals his 


conviction that decentralized branch 
banking is practical and.would assist 
the rural banks. He would confine 
it however to natural economic areas 
within each federal reserve districts 
His testimony was construed to mean 
that branch banking would aid in 
breaking down a concentration of 
banking resources In New York city 
and would tend to build up other 
cities as centers of finance. 


DIFFICULTIES MAPPED OUT 
Asked about the existing group 


banking corporations, Mr. Pole said 
ho expected them to convert into in- 
stitutions with a series of Branches. 
Some of the" difficulties of govern- 
mental supervision of group bank- 
ers were outlined to the committee 
especially when the group system 
include state as well as national 
banks and when 
they cross 
the 


boundary lines of the 
federal re- 


serve districts. He thought the ex- 
aminers could supervise 
satisfac- 


torily large branch banking organ- 
izations and that they had had ex- 
perience along that line already. 


The chief intrest revealed by the 


committee members revolves around 
the protection to be afforded deposi- 
tors rather than the opportunities 
for expansion of large city banks. 
The impetus of the hearings is clear- 
ly the desiro to work out some bet- 
ter system of rural banking than 
exists to Jay.

Planet Seen, 
Report Says 


Discovery Held Among Most 


Important Since Neptune 
First Sighted 


. Cambridge, Mass.—(#3—-Prof. Har- 
low Shapley, director of the harvard 
observatory, 
today announced re- 


ceipt of word from the Lowell ob- 
servatory at Flagstaff, Ariz., of the 
discovery there of the ninth major 
planet of the solar system. 
The 


planet, as yet unnamed, Is beyond 
Neptune, and is probably larger than 
the earth but smaller than Uranus. 


Dr Shapley hailed the discovery as 


one of the most Important in astron- 
omy since that of Keptune in 1846. 


The years of research which led to 


the definite determination of the ex- 
istence of a trans-Neptune body have 
confirmed the belief of the late Per- 
cival Lowell, brother of President A. 
Lawrence Lowell of Harvard, that 
such a planet existed, Dr. Shapley 
said. 


The telegram which was received 


by the 
observatory this 
morning 


read: 


"Systematic resarch begun years 


ago, supplementing Lowell's investi- 
gation for a trans-Neptunian planet, 
has revealed an object which for sev- 
en weeks has a rate of motion and 
path 
consistently 
conformed 
to 


trans-Neptunian body at the approx- 
imate distance he assigned. Fif- 
teenth magnitude. 
Position March 


21 at three hours Greenwich mean 
time was seven seconds of time west 
from Delta Geminorum, 
agreeing 


with Lowell's predicted longitude." 


Dr. Shapley said the distance of 


the new planet beyond Neptune had 
not been definitely computed and 
neither had its orbit been calculated, 
as far as he knew.

worthy and exceeds its authority

Congress- 
man Ruth Hanna McCormick at the 
same time has the distinction of be- 
ing the first woman ever to aspire 
by popular election to the senator- 
ship. 


"The women -who have been pion- 


eering in public service feel the re- 
sponsibility of carrying on, of mov- 
ing forward to new frontiers," she 
said, adding, "I hope that nobody 
will \ote for me simply because I 
am a woman, or vote against mo 
solely because I am." 


Questioned concerning the need for 


this pioneering ten years after na- 
tional suffrage for women she said. 


WOMEN INDIFFERENT 


"The presence of so few women 


in active politics Is due not so much 
to man's great reluctance to admit 
them, as it is to women's great in- 
difference to being admitted."

is Second Measure to Orig- 


inate After Inquiries Into 
Industry 


Washington —OP)—Legislation 
to 


place the power• Industry under the 
controling hantl of the federal gov- 
ernment was before congress today, 
sponsored by the chairman of the 
fcenate Interstate commerce commit- 
tee—Couzens of Michigan. 


The bill is the second to follow 


months of inquiry into and discus- 
sion of activities ot the giant power 
industry and its relations with the 
federal trade and power commis- 
faions. Couzens, a. Republican, is the 
author also of anqther bill, to reor- 
ganize the power commission and 
\%as confident today of getting both 
the reorganization and the 
regula- 


tory proposals before the senate this 
session. 


"This is the first attempt to get 


the big power interests under gov- 
ernment control," he said. "It would 
extend to power the same Intent of 
control now exercised over railways 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
•-ion; and in addition it would give 
to the pouer commission authority 
to require reports of securities and 
operations of holding companies. 


The bill for reorganization of the 


Federal Power commission •nil! be 
•voted upon by the committee at an 
early date. Extensive hearings have 
been held on it, resulting: in indica- 
tions from the administration of a 
i eorganization of the 
present per- 


sonnel. 


The second bill, extending rate- 


making control •'over the power com- 
panies, cams before the committee 
toclay and Couzens intends to bring it 
up for consideration in public hear- 
ings as soon as the tariff bill is out 
of the -nai. 


PROVISIONS OF BILL, 
Enlarging the 
membership and 


functions of the power commission 
under the federal water power act, 
the new Couzens proposal would em- 
power the federal body to Initiate in- 
quiries and revise rates in response 
to complaints by power distributors, 
bj' state regulatory bodies, or by a 
reasonable number of consumers. It 
•nould authorize the commission to 
require regular reports from all per- 
sons and companies affected and to 
initiate remedial proceedings 
when 


these reports showed need for them 
It would constitute the commission 
of five, instead of three, members. 


Investigations 
and lesulting or- 


ders would be performed in coopera- 
tion with state regulatory bodies, 
the bill providing action 
by joint 


boards made up of federal commis- 
sioners and state utilities commis- 
sioners from territory involved.

Qtt 'ilarch-13.- ±733,' Joseph Priestley, discov- 


erer: of Oxy£en, was born in Yorkshire, England. 


At 22 he determined he would become a min- 


ster, despite his unorthodox views and a serious 
mpediment In his speech. While living next door 
:o a brewery in Leeds, where he held an early 
pastorate, the young preacher became interested 
n the production of carbonic acid and succeeded 
,n forcing, it into water. 


In 1774 he made his oxygen discovery, which 


s now considered one of the greatest in science. 
Unfortunately, 
he flfailed to realize the conse- 


quenges of his discovery and it remained for a 
frenchman, Lavoisier, to interpret the process 
of combustion. 


Priestley made considerable of a reputation 


also as a philosopher and political writer. He op- 
posed his government's 
attitude 
toward 
the 


American colonies and made a strong reply to 
Edmund 
Burke's 
"Reflections on the. French 


Revolution." Although France made him a cit- 
izen on this account, a mob burned his chapel 
and house and destroyed all his books, manu- 
scripts and scientific Instruments.

Prt*a 
Washington—Too many of ths fi- 
nanciers connected with the federal 
reserve banks of the

h»ve the viewpoint ot private bank- 
ers, according to a feeling apparent 
in treasury department circles here. 
They still believe they have to earn 
dividends. 


On the other hand, treasury and 


federal reserve authorities feel that 
their chief business in the financial 
scheme of things is to protect the 
financial 
position 
of the United 
States, irrespective of profits. 


In the .first place it is asserted 
that one of the 
primary 
objects 


•which should move 
reserve banks 


Is to check the" flow of gold to this 
country from England. Tho danger 
of this flow has become Imminent 
•with the lowering of the Bank of 
England rate. In consequence it Is 
anticipated that the rediscount rates 
of 'the American federal reserve dis- 
trict banks are likely to be lowered 
still further. 


In the past it usually has been the 
custom for New York to 
take the 


lead in such movements. This year 
it is possible that one of the other 
federal reserve banks will take the 
actual step. This would to a large 
extent remove 
the possibility 
of 


charges that the lowering of rates 
was for the purpose of stimulating 
the skyrocketing of the stock mar- 
ket. It is quite ^evident that federal 
reserve officials have no fear of a 
too sudden advance of securities in 
"Wall Street, especially in view of the 
low level of prices for wheat and- 
cotton and other commodities. 


Wtti. BUY SECURITIES 


It is likely that the lowering of 
the rediscount rates 
may be pre- 


ceded or accompanied by purchase 
ot government securities by the. fed- 
eral reserve banks. This would tend 
to increase earnings and assets and 
put the banks in a better humor as 
to" their profits. 


As pointed out in these dispatches, 


the securities' purchasing committee 
now 'in reality is dominated by the- 
board rather than 
by the banks. 


The buying of government securities 
would have the effect of diverting 
additional money into trade chan- 
nels. On the last reporting date the 
reserve banks held 
$486,000,000 in 


government securities and it is felt 
in treasury circles that this might 
be increased 
by at least $100,000,- 


000 without endangering the balance 
to be maintained. 


It is emphatically denied that this 


program- of the government la de- 
signed, in any way to boost stocks. 
"The treasury has made it plain that 
it is not concerned with the stock 
market, but the fact remains that as

It is known here that the Bank 


of England, which has 
in reality 


'gone but on a limb" in lowering its 
rate to 4 per cent^ is not anxious to 
see a flow of gold from England to 
this country. 
The officials of the 


British institution are

the New York rate to the usual one- 
half of 1 per cent below the Lon- 
don rate, which is the ration usual- 
ly maintained. 


No more gold supplies are needed 


here, whereas they are acutely need- 
ed in England and in Europe in gen- 
eral.

MANY OBSTACLES 


Broadcasters and Teachers 


Fail in Attempt to Get To- 
gether

Washington—All is not serene in

the divergent views of the teaching 
profession and tho radio industry. 


There is no immediate prospect of

The advisability of using, on a

stations do not have the capital in- 
\esment, choice assignments on the 
air, nor sufficient power to amount 
to much in radio, and consequently 
do not attract large audiences.

coffee valorization achem* of

Brazilian government. 
Brazil has 


borrowed altogether sine* 1932 about 
$100,000,000 to enable It to carry its 
surplus coffee for higher prices. Des- 
pite that tremendous support, the cof- 
fee market last year broke 10 cents 
a pound and the loss on valorized 
coffee was enormous. It is estimat- 
ed that altogether Brazil has lost 
since 1921 a total of J200.000.000 on 
its valorization plan. 


Cuba haa been another conspicu- 


ous example of failure of a pool to 
support the market. In this case 
it is sugar. In spite of the Cuban 
government's efforts to support the 
market by restricting- production and 
bhipments of sugar, sugar compan- 
ies operating in the island have suf- 
fered enormous losses through the 
decline in the price of that commo- 
dity. 
Analysis of tax returns of sugar 


companies reporting to the revenue 
department of the Cuban government 
shows that in the four years from 
1925 to 1928 inclusive the sugar com- 
panies lost more than $81,000,000. 
And in spite of that sacrifice there 
has been no recovery in the price of 
sugar. 


The British government tried re- 


striction on the crude rubber mar- 
ket but failed to prevent a decline in 
the price of the lowest level in many 
years, where the market now rests. 
It is estimated that the American 
rubber pool, dropped altogether about 
$50,000,000 in the course of that de- 
cline. That loss is exclusive of loss-

Washington — When Dr. William 


"A. R. Goodwin first got the Idea of 
restoring 
colonial 
Virginia's old- 


time capital, WilUamsburgr, to Its col- 
onial lorm, he began with his own 
parish chuch—Bruton Parish Epis- 
copal church.

The building: it^ett 
dates back to 


1710, its history dates back to 1633, 
and it is considered the oldest Epis- 
copal church in continuous use in 
America. 


Bruton Parish 
church was first 


built in 1633, when 
Williamsburg 


was settled as Middle Plantation. In 
1674 it was replaced by a new brick 
church, and when the seat of Vir- 
ginia's colonial 
government 
was 


moved to Williamsburg from James- 
town in 1699, and Bruton became the 
church of the royal governors, that 
brick building- \vas declared 
inade- 


quate and was replaced by the struc- 
ture that now stands. 
TOOK OUT MODERN EQUIPMENT 


Mr. Goodwin started, with the inte- 


rior. All of the modern pews and fur- 
nishings were taken 
out and the 


building was restored to its colonial 
aspect, with the great purple canopy 
put up over the 
royal governor's 
pew. 


Few churches in America are more 


historic than this one. 


Its baptismal font is the one over 


which Pocahontas bowed her head 
when she embraced Christianity. The 
bell in its tower was rung in celebra- 
tion of the repeal of the stamp act 
in 1776, again when the British flag 
•was hauled down from the capitol, 
and again when Cornwallis surren- 
dered it at Yorktown m 1781. In the 
chancel,of the church are the tombs 
of the grandfather, 
grand 
mother 


and great-grandfather 
of Martha 
Washington. 


The brick wall of the church-yard 


was erected in 1752, and at is worth 
noting that' the 
church vestry re- 


fused to pay for it, on the ground 
that it was so pporly built that it

It, like the church, was a historic 
place. It was Washington's

ed it will be necessary to tear down 
a $500,000 school building1, remove a 
dozen houses, wreck a power plant 
and a laundry and move the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio railroad tracks a quar- 
ter of a mile away.

It stood in the middle of a 
spacious tract of land, surrounded 
by elaborate gardens, a lake and a 
deer park.

In this palace the colanlal gov- 


ernors held their court, on a more 
dazzling scale than 
anything t-lse 


in British North America. The pal- 
ace became 
the social 
center of 


America. Briir.ant balls were held 
in it, "attended by everyone in the 
English colonies who really matter- 
ed. 


TURNED INTO A FORT 


The gay times lasted until 1775. 


Then the colonial 'temper became so 
inflamed that 
Lord Dunmore, the 


governor, had the supply of powder 
transferred to a warship in the river, 
and the palace was transformed in- 
to a fort lest the colonists attack it. 
In 1781, following the American vic- 
tory at Yorktown, it was accidental- 
ly burned when 
American troops 


were quartered 
In it, and only its 


foundations remained. 
Two adjoin- 


ing1 buildings were spared, but in the 
Civil "War they were wrecked to pro- 
vide bricks for the construction of 
Fort Magruder. 


But the whole thing is to be re- 


stored just as it used to be. The ar- 
chitects' plans for the palace have 
been found in a 
British museum. 


The old park will come into being 
again Just where it was before, and 
it will be stocked with deer just as it 
used to be. The old gardens will be 
laid out on their 
old lines, Just as 


they were when bewigged and be- 
ruffled dandies stepped down their 
begraveled walks with the colonial 
belles on their arms.

Considerable opposition

veloped to the proposed ?1 fishing li- 
cense fee in the Fox river 
valley, 


Mr. Mauthe points out in his letter 
in which he makes a list of recom- 
mendations. 
The repommendations 


were presented at a joint meeting of 
valley Walton leagues at 
Oshkosh 


on Jan. 29. Another meeting of this 
group, at which an attempt will be 
made to carry out the recommenda- 
tions of the conservation 
commis- 


sion, will be held at Oshkosh March 
27. 


"I agree that- unless something is 


done about it -Lake Winnebago will 
be fished out in a few years," Chair- 
man Mauthe said. "One of the big 
reasons why this is in prospect is 
because the people for miles within 
the vicinity of the lake are fishing 
through the ice and helping to de- 
plete the waters of fine game fish. 


NEED COOPERATION 


"All the surveys in the world, to- 


gether with the knowledge of what 
the needs are and all the help from 
federal and state fish departments, 
will not save the fish in Lake Win- 
nebago if" the people living in this 
territory insist upon the privilege of 
taking 'everything out without put- 
ting anything back in and giving 
the fish a chance to grow. 


"It costs money to remove the 


rough fish from Lake Winnebago 
because there is no worthwhile com- 
mercial value to the species of rough 
fish-found in this lake. The legis- 
lature appropriated ?20,000 a year 
for that purpose,'but the appropria- 
tion 
means 
nothing 
unless 
the 


money is made "available. There was 
"Ho money made 
available 
except 


what might be obtained from the 
hunters', trappers', and non-resident 
.fishermen's license fees. 
Not one 


'cent of help comes from the resi- 
dent fisherman, and as a rule, he is 
the one who wants the state to spend 
money removing the rough fish and 
planting game fish in jLake Winne- 
bago for his enjoyment," said 
Mr.

by those impatient eouls whose slo- 
gan is "Socialism in our time." 


By this they mean that when a 


Labor government is in power they 
•want to see it try to put into effect 
every measure 
that 
a. Socialistic 


platform embodies. They w ant a so- 
cial revolution. 
. The other and bigger wing of the 
party believes in socialism by evolu- 
tion. They want 
to bring 
about 


changes only as rapidly as the Brit- 
ish \oting public is educated to the 
support of such methods at the bal- 
lot box. 


The impatient souls 
are mainly 


Scotsmen from around Glasgow and 
so are known as the Clydesiders. 
Those who are not Scots are mem- 
bers of the 
Independent 
Labor 


party, -which is one of the organiza- 
tions -within the fold of the all-em- 
bracing Labor Party.

pocket Youngstown Sheet & Tube 
has resolved into a. terriCe rough 
and tumble battle for proxies be- 
tween the two new steel giants- 
Bethlehem and Republic Steel — 
with nearly all the rounds so far so- 
ins to Republic. 


Republic interests so far have mus- 


tered up enough votes, It Is under- 
stood, to snow under Bethlehem. Re- 
public interests are anxious to block 
the merger, for Republic is planning? 
eventually to annex Sheet & Tube 
and overshadow the second biggest 
steel maker—Bethlehem. 


Republic needs Sheet * Tube bad- 


ly to expand enough to tower over 
Bethlehem and Bethlehem wants 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube just to 
forestall anything like that. 


James A. Campbell, chairman of 


the board of Sheet & Tube, has not 
actively opposed the Bethlehem mer- 
ger project, while Toungstown and 
Cleveland holders are believed to be 
pretty solidly behind Republic — so 
far at least as blocking the Bethle- 
hem merger is concerned. 


Toungstown interests hold about 


25 per cent of the stock and Cleve- 
land interests hold another 20 per 
cent. Bethlehem would have to mus-

ties while your correspondent chron- 
icles its moi-e heroic and less con- 
troversial activities.

Comes a report, to which your 


correspondent is made familiar, con- 
cerning a recent exploit of the guard 
in the heart of Chicago. 
It was at 7 a. m., on a morning 


this month, that the coast guard sta- 
tion at Illinois Central Pier No. 1 
received a frantic telephone from a 
copper (cop) on Lake Shore drive, 
concerning a woman who had fal- 
len into Lake Michigan, and was 
gradually drifting out from shore. 
This woman later turned out to be 
Mrs. Etta Wiener, 50 years of age. 


So Bos'n J. C. Anderson and a 


crow of four or five- men put out 
from the station in a rescue motor 
Wiener. 
Unfortunately 
there was 


plenty of heavy ice in the channel 
and after a hundred feet of going 
this ice broke up the propeller. 


The gallant coast guardsmen, in- 


tent upon the rescue of Mrs. \Viener, 
hopped onto a small floe of ice and 
left their craft floating between the 
cakes. They reached the pier safely. 


Then they dashed to the nearby 


lighthouse, where, thanks to some- 
body's forethought, a skiff had been 
placed on a wheeled trailer for em- 
ergencies just such as that present- 
ed by the perilous plight of Mrs. 
Wiener. A police car was hastily 
commandeered and tho trailer at- 
tached thereto. Up famous Michi- 
gan Boulevard, at top speed, dash- 
ed this skiff on wheels to Lake Mich- 
igan at the end of Superior street. 


You might suppose that by this 


time poor Mrs. Wiener had 
been 


spurlos versenkt —in fact, that Mrs. 
Wiener was no more. Nothing of the 
sort! There was Mrs. Wiener, still 
floating out to\\ard the middle of the 
lake, still yelling, still struggling.
